To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: Your Special Committee on Assessment con- 
sisting of James Moore, Reeve, Township of Woodhouse; J. 
Pitman, Reeve, Village of Port Rowan; James Holden, Deputy- 
Reeve, Town of Simcoe; Murray Boughner, Reeve, Township 
of Charlotteville; R. C. Laning, Assessor, Township of Towns- 
end; Sam Disbrow, Assessor, Township of Windham; Percy 
Cornell, Assessor, Township of Middleton; W. F. Young, 
Assessor, Village of Waterford; John C. Hanselman, Warden, 
County of Norfolk, met with the County Assessor to consider 
revision of County Assessment schedules. 


The revisions to the schedules as amended and accepted by 
the County Assessor are as follows: 


1.—Tobacco Land No. 1 — $125.00 per acre instead of 
$150.00. 


Tobacco Land No, 2. — $100.00 per acre instead of 
$125.00. 


Tobacco Land No, 8 — $70.00 per acre instead of 
$90.00. 


Note: In appraising Tobacco Land appraise double the 
acreage grown or double the rights to grow, also giving 
consideration to the acreage of tobacco the farm is equipped 
to produce and the acreage of land suitable for tobacco. 
Marketing Board rights usually represent 45% of available 
tobacco land on ithe farm. One standard kiln will take care 
of from six to seven acres of tobacco. 


2.—Market Garden Lands revised to read: 


“Good sand loam or clay loam used for market garden 
crops ‘or where more than one crop may be produced in a 
year or for such crops as strawberries, etc., 

$100.00 per acre instead of $100.00 to $125.00.

3.—Canning Crops Lands used for peas, corn, tomatoes, 
etc., 


$50.00 per acre instead of $60.00 to $80.00. 


4.—Orchards, Commercial— 
Apples, best varieties 
$100.00 per acre instead of $120.00 


Apples, other mixed warieties 
$75.00 per acre instead of $80.00 
(25 trees per acre 15 to 30 years of age). 


Peaches 2.3... $125.00 per acre instead of $150.00. 
(80 trees per acre 5 to 12 years of age). 


The County Assessor advised that the schedules as set out 
in the Manual dated May 10, 1946,'are to be revised in accord- 
ance with the above figures and they would be used in the 
preparation of Assessment Rolls on which taxes will be levied 
for the year 1950.

The Report of the County Assessor for the year 1949 is 


presented for your consideration. 


The suggested values for County Equalization Purposes 
and for County Levy have been prepared as follows: 


“The net taxable realty assessment for the year 
1948 of each Municipality has been taken and an equal- 
izing factor employed to interpret this assessment 
in terms of the 1948 equalized assessment for the 
Municipality. In those municipalities where the an- 
nexation or separation of land has been a factor 
adjustments have been made to arrive at values for 
County Equalization for the year 1949. Business 
Assessment for the year 1948 has then been added to 
determine the total assessment of each Municipality 
for County Levy purposes.” 


For example, the figures for County Equalization and for 
County Levy purposes suggested for the Township of Windham 
have been computed as follows:

Similar computations have been made for the other twelve 
municipalities. 


The suggested total for County Levy purposes for 1949 is 
$36,900,732.00, or an increase of $4,480,239.00 over the 1948 
total of $32,420,493.00. 


The net taxable assessment as taken from the 1948° 
assessment rolls is 36,760,897.00 which is only $139,835.00 
lower than the suggested assessment for County Levy. 


Your County Assessor had expected that sufficient ap- 
praisals would have been made of all types of property in the 
various municipalities so that equalizing factors in terms of 
County Assessment schedules could have been employed. He 
regrets to advise that in his opinion such factors as have heen 
determined are not representative enough to be used in the 
1949 equalization. The basis of Assessment used in the pre- 
paration of the 1948 Assessment Rolls were several, namely, 
County Assessment Schedules in three municipalities, 1948 
schedules in several other municipalities and 1946 schedules in 
one or more of the municipalities. It has, therefore, not been 
considered advisable to use the increases in assessment that 
may be determined by subtracting the 1947 totals from the 
1948 totals, m the 1949 equalization. 


This Report is presented as a suggested basis for Equaliza- 
tion under section 90 of the Assessment Act. 


Section 90 reads as follows:- 


(1). The Council of every county shall, yearly, and 
not later than the ist day of July, examine the 
assessment rolls of the different townships, towns anil 
villages in the County, for the preceding year for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether the valuations of real 
property made by the assessors in each township, 
town or village bear a just relation one to another, 
and may, by by-law for the purpose of County Rates, 
increase or decrease in any township, town or village, 
the aggregate valuations, adding or deducting so much 
per centum as may, in their opinion, be necessary to 
produce g just relation between them; but they shall 
not reduce the aggregate valuation for the whole 
County as made by the assessors. 
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(2). Within ten days after the equalization by-law 
has been passed by the County Council, the County 
Clerk shall transmit to the Reeve and Clerk of each 
Municipality a copy thereof.” 


The Assessment Rolls of the various Municipalities are in 
the Council Chamber and it is suggested that several assess- 
ments be examined in each roll in order that general com- 
parison of assessments may be considered. 


In presenting this report your County Assessor recognizes 
that appraisals in some of the Municipalities indicate that the 
percentages suggested for the 1949 Equalization may be further 
adjusted when the work of appraising under County Assess- 
ment Schedules is nearer completion.

A By-Law of The County of Norfolk to Restrict Parking. 


WHEREAS it is deemed expedient to Restrict the Parking 
of Vehicles in The Village of Courtland. 


THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the County 
of Norfolk enacts as follows: 


DEFINITIONS— 


For the purpose of this By-Law: 


PARK means the standing of a vehicle, whether occupied 
or not, otherwise than temporarily for the purpose of and while 
actually engaged in loading or unloading. 


STREET OR HIGHWAY includes a common or public 
highway, street, avenue, parkway, driveway, square, place, 
bridge, viaduct or trestle, designed and intended for, or used 
by the general public for the passage of vehicles, 


VEHICLE means every device in, upon or by which any 
person or property is or may be transported or drawn upon a 
highway, except devices moved by human power. 


PARKING RESTRICTIONS. 


When properly worded signs have been erected and are on 
display no person shall park a vehicle on the following 
designated streets or parts of streets: for 200 feet on the 
Westerly side and 150 feet on the Easterly Side of Talbot 
Street (County Road No. 1) from the Southerly Boundary of 
King’s Highway No. 3. The signs to be of regulation size and 
marked “No Parking.” 


PENALTY— 


Any person violating any of the provisions of this By-Law 
shall be subject to a penalty of not more than Ten Dollars 
($10.00) for the first offence and not more than Twenty-Five 
Dollars ($25.00) for every subsequent offence, exclusive of 
costs, and all such penalties shall be recoverable under the 
Ontario Summary Convictions Act.
